threatening attitude of the public the 
committee which had been appointed 
to publicly receive Admiral 
Cervera 


has been ordered to desist in order to 
avoid a popular counter 
manifesta- 


tion. 


The independent press has begun a 


campaign in favor of a reduction oi 
expenses in the naval personelle. 


Many persons who have never be- 


fore advocated federalism are declar- 
ing their hostility to the government, 
and the current favoring autonomy 
seems to be rapidly increasing, par- 
ticularly in Catalonia, Biscay and An- 
dalusia. 


The financial embarrassments o£ the 


government 
meanwhile arc growing, 


and the Carlists now declare they will 
talce up arms so soon as the treaty ol 
peace is signed. 


Santander, Spain, Sept. 22.—The An- 


chor line steamer City of Rome, char- 
tered by Admiral Cervera to tra'nsport 
to Spain the Spanish sailors captured 
at the battle of Santiago, who were 
recently released by the United Statei 
authorities, arrived here on Wednes- 
day from Portsmouth, N. H., whence 
she sailed on Sept. 12. Capt. Eulate, 
the former commander of the Spanish 
.cruiser Vizcaya, and the other Spanish 
naval officers landed, and were mis- 
taken for a party of which Admiral 
Cervera was a member. 
The latter 


.however, was still on board the City 
of Rome, but a crowd of people fol- 
lowed and cheered for Admiral Cer- 
vera. 
Capt. Eulate refused to make' 


any statement for publication, declar- i 
Ing he reserved what he had to say foi j 
the court-martial. 


When the train 
conveying Gen. 


Toral arrived at the station at Bojat 
a crowd which had gathered insisted 
that the general should show himself. 
Upon his doing so the gathering load- 
ed hlm.._with insults. Gen. Toral, wljo 
is ill -with fever, uttered a few excuses 
and beat a retreat in order to avoid 
being struck. 


Admiral Cervera, while at Santander, 


in thanking the authorities for coming 
on board the steamer to receive him. 
dwelt with bitterness, upon the situa- 
tion of the marines, who, upon return- 
ing after'doing their duty, find such 
an unjust atmosphere of public opin- 
ion. 


Legislation Against Anarchists. 


Berlin, Sept. 22.—The 
Hamburger 


Kachrichten, discussing editorially the 
possible means of suppressing or re- 
pressing anarchy, declares 
itself in 


favor of a law for Germany similar to 
the Illinois statute as to accessories, 
under which it has been held that the 
intellectual author of a crime is equal- 
ly responsible with the actual agent. 
It also comments favorably on the 
New York statute forbidding the pub- 
lication of descriptive reports of exe- 
cutions of the death penalty.

William JIcKinlcy, the conduct 
of the war, Secretary of War Alger, the 
St. Louis platform, the return of bus- 
iness prosperity, the Dingley bill, Gov. 
Pingree and the state administration 
and the Atkinson equal-taxation 
re- 


form measure.

A feature of the platform is a dec- 


laration in favor of the establishment 
of a state bureau of immigration. 


Piugree men largely outnumbered the 


others on the resolutions committee. 
When the resolutions were reported 
to the convention they 
were unani- 


mously adopted without debate. 


The 
platform 
congratulates 
the 


country upon returning prosperity un- 
der republican rule and the operation 
of the Dingley law; offers honor and 
devotion to the volunteers from Michi- 
gan in the war; congratulates the na- 
tion upon its land and sea victories, 
and leaves the future destiny of the 
peoples over whom the

More Volunteer Regiments to Be 


Mustered Out. 


TROOPS NO LONGER NEEDED. 


War Department Has Ascertained 
thn 


dumber of Soldiers Required for Gar- 
rison l>uty—One More Illinois 
Com- 


mand to Couac Home. 


Washington, Sept. 22.—A further re- : 


dxiction in the size of the volunteer 
army will soon take place. 
The war 


department is about satisfied that the 
present volunteer force is larger than 
actually needed to maintain the policy 
of the administration. 


Now that the exact number o£ troops 


necessary to garrison the acquired ter- 
ritory has heen agreed 
upon, it is 


found that a large number of men will 
be obliged to remain in the different 
military camps in the United estates 
unless more regiments are mustered 
out. 


These troops are now stationed at 


Lexington, Ky.; Auniston, Ala.; Knox- 
villo, Tenn.; Middleiown, Pa.; Ilunts- 
viile, Ala., and Jacksonville, Fin. 
It 


is not the'intention of the adminis- 
tration to greatly reduce this force, but 
all regiments not actually needed will 
be ordered mustered cut. 


One more Illinois regiment will prob- 


ably be mustered out under the second 
reduction of the volunteer army. Just 
which regiment this will be cannot be 
ascertained, but the Second, now at 
Jacksonville, will possibly be selected. 


There are some regiments that do 


not relish the idea of garrison duty 
in Cuba or Porto Rico, and who wish 
to be discharged from the army and 
allowed to go home. 
There are still 


other regiments which, realizing that 
all of the volunteer troops cannot be 
sent to our new possessions, do not 
want to be retained in the camps in 
the United States until their time of 
enlistment expires. 


As near as possible such regiments 


will be mtistered out, because the war 
department does not want to retain in 
the army troops who are discontented. 
Of course, all the discontented regi- 
ments cannot immediately leave the 
service, as the present plan is to re- 
duce the army pro rata according to 
states. 
But the war department will 


see that in the selection of the regi- 
ments to be mustered out the ones 
that are dissatisfied will be chosen. 


The states that have so far not had 


any of their troops mustered out will 
be given the preference, because the 
war department wishes to have the 
regiments retained in the service equal- 
ly distributed among the states ac- 
cording to the 
quota 
furnished. A 


number of the states, however, will 
have one or more of. their regiments 
mustered out. 
As has heen 
before 


stated, these regiments will be the ones 
that are anxious to be released from 
the service.
